a fact-finding board today to 
investigate a dispute between 
‘the Brotherhood of Railroad 
Trainmen and the major rali 
lines. The action automatically 
postpones any strike action for 
60 days. 

The independent railroad un- 

ion is at odds with more than 
140 carriers on wage, overtime 
and rule-change questions. 

Although no strike has been 
called, Mr, Eisenhower was in- 
formed by the National Media- 
tion Board that the situation 
called for emergency action. 

The law authorizes establish- 
_ment of such a board whenever 
dispute threatens “substantially 
to interrupt interstate com- 
merce to a degree such as to 
deprive the country of essential 
transportation service.”

for Unified Program in St. Louis Area 
—Some Problems Remain, However,

Seventeen St. Louis county 
municipalities have gone on 
record as favoring the master 
traffic plan proposed for the 
metropolitan St. Louis area, 
and 10 others are in the process 
of adopting the plan, Mayor 
Sterling P. Davidson Jr. of 
Maplewood reported yesterday, 

Davidson, who heads a sub- 
committee on traffic problems, 
presented a progress report to 
L. J. Sverdrup, chairman of the 
St. Louis Regional Committee 
on Traffic and Parking. 

“The master traffic plan {fs 
well on its way to being ac- 
cepted throughout St. Louis 
county,” he declared, express- 
ing confidence that all the 
municipalities will have acted 
On it within a year. 

The master plan, seeking a 
unified attack on traffic prob- 
lems, calls for immediate steps 
to speed flow of traffic, in- 
cluding rush-hour parking re- 
strictions on 109 city and coun- 
ty streets, fewer stop signs, 
better timing of electric signals 
and more off-street parking 
facilities. The regional commit- 
tee which announced the plan 
last Aug. 3 is sponsored by the 
Chamber of Commerce of Met- 
ropolitan St. Louis. 


Approving Communities. 


Davidson reported adoption 
of the plan, or passage of res- 
Olutions approving it, by the 
following municipalities: 

Bellefontaine Neighbors, 
which has set up parking 
restrictions on Bellefontaine, 
Chambers and Jennings roads 
and adopted a 30-mile-an-hour 
speed limit. 

Ferguson, which has restrict- 
ed parking on Florissant ave- 
nue, adopted a 30-mile speed 
and set 
traffic commission. 

Kirkwood, which has barred 
parking in its business district 
during rush hours and has de- 
veloped an off-street parking 
program.

Central Sumatra Army Chief 8088£R 170 Home 


Seizes Control in Bloodless Coup 


Appears in Danger of Immediate 
Collapse. 


JAKARTA, Dec. 22 (AP)—A 
young colonel proclaimed him- 
self the military and political 
leader of central Sumatra: to- 
dav after a bloodless army 
coup. In Jakarta, Premier Ali 
Sastroamidjojo’s. government 
appeared in danger of immi- 
nent collapse. 

Weeks of political and eco- 
nomic crisis, along with army’ 
unrest, were climaxed by the 
army action in Sumatra, the 
wealthiest island in the Indo- 
nesian archipelago. 

Col. Simbolon, a 37-year-old 
army commander, said he was 
head of both civilian and mili- 
tary departments in central 
Sumatra. He said he would 
not return authority to the cen- 
tral government in Jakarta un-. 
til the “people’s demands for 
economic improvements are 
met.” 

Premier Sastroamidjojo’s 
government struck back with 
an order suspending Simbolon 
from his military command and 
accusing him of action “against 
the law and a danger to the 
safety of the republic.”

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Bethlehem Is Bleak and Deserted 


Only Day Before Christmas Eve 


But Re-enactment of Birth ‘a Christ Will 
Go On, With Minor Change — This 
Time Inns Have Room. 


BETHLEHEM, Jordan, Dec. 
22 (AP)—Bethlehem was bleak. 
sad and deserted today. Pil- 
grims are staying away in 
droves. 

Recent events in Egypt and 
the still smoldering tension 
gripping the Middle East have 
stopped them. But the age-old 
re-enactment of the birth of 
Christ in a stable will go on— 
with one minor change. 


When Mary traveled south 
from her home in Nazareth she 
and Joseph found little Bethle- 
hem crowded with foreign visi- 
tors. Turned away from an inn, 
they found shelter in a stable 
beneath it. 


That's the way Bethlehem and 
other towns in the Holy Land 
have been since Christians be- 
gan celebrating Christmas here. 
But that will not be so this 
Christmas. In past years it was 
necessary to reserve a hotel 
room in Jerusalem six months 
in advance and perhaps not get 
it them. Today tourist hotels 
are virtually empty. 

Instead of the usual 6000 or 
7000 foreign pilgrims there will 
be only a couple of hundred. 

Monk Not Concerned. 

Getting ready for the elabo- 
rate Christmas spectacle, a 
white whiskered Franciscan 
monk rubbed cloth over the sil- 
ver star marking the traditional! 
spot where Christ was born. 
He told a visitor he could not 
remember how many years he 
had served in the 1500-year-old 
Church of the Nativity. In- 
terested only in his job, he did 
not seem much concerned about 
the lack of tourists. 

There are no inns in Bethle- 
hem itself any more. Visitors 
have to stay in nearby Jeru- 
salem or one of the other small 
Biblical towns such as Jericho, 
where hotels are also empty. 

About 1500 Christian Arabs 


living in Israel again will cross 


no man’s land into Jordan 
through Jerusalem’s famed 
Mandelbaum gate. They will 
be allowed to cross over the 
day before Christmas and must 
return before 5 p.m. on Christ- 
mas Day 

Relatives and friends on the 
Arab side will gather at the 
gate to greet them. This joyous, 
tearful reunion has been going 
on for eight years. The govern- 
ments of Israel and Jordan let 
down the barrier only once a 
year for Christian Arabs so they 
can go to Bethlehem for Christ- 
mas. 

Another tradition—the for- 
eign consular procession—ap- 
peared to have been cast aside.

The stretch of road, about a 
mile long, was built to carry 
traffic around an _ underpass 
being constructed on US.

DR. L. M, TERMAN, DEVELOPER 
OF INTELLIGENCE TEST, DIES 


PALO ALTO, Calif., Dec. 22 
(UP)}—Dr. Lewis M. Terman, 
developer of the famed Stan- 
ford-Binet intelligence test, 
died in a hospital here vester- 
day after a long illness. He was 
79 years old 


Dr. Terman, who devoted 
much of his career to the study 
of genius, retired as chairman 
of the Stanford University psy- 
chology department in 1942. 
but he maintained an active in- 
terest in his field and contin- 
ued to write articles on his 
Studies until a few weeks ago. 

During World War I. Dr. 


Terman served as a major with 
the Surgeon General's staff and 
helped revise the Army's men- 
tal tests. Shortly after this he 
developed the Stanford-Binet 
tests which became the most 
commonly used measure of

OTTAWA, Dec. 22 (AP) — 
India’s Prime Minister Nehru 
said today there can be no set- 
tlement in Asia without Com- 
munist China having a say in it. | 

He told a news conference | 
that sooner or later the United | 


' States will have to recognize the 


“facts of life” about the Chinese 


; Communists. 


“Whether China is in the. 
United Nations or not,” he said, 
“it can exercise its powers in 
a good way or a bad way. There 


can be no settlement in Asia 
' without China having its say.” | 
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Nehru, speaking before some 


75 Canadian, United States and 


Indian newsmen, reaffirmed In- 
dia’s ties with the British Com- 
monwealth. He is flying to Lon- | 
don tomorrow night for a meet- | 


‘ ing with Prime Minister Eden. 


In an opening statement, he 


} warmly praised Canada as per- 


forming important services 
the conflicts of the world to- 
day. He said that Canada is 
serving as a link between the 
countries of Asia, Europe and 
the Americas. 

“We also are trying to bring 
understanding and to be a 
bridge or link,” he said. “So 
Canada and India share a com- 
mon factor.” 

Nehru spoke for about 40 
minutes. He interrupted private 
talks with Prime Minister Louis 
St. Laurent to meet the press. | 

Nehru was questioned sharp- 
ly whether he felt a greater 
“compatability of view” toward 
leaders of the East or West. 

He replied that it is difficult 
to measure compatability, but 
one factor is relevant—the fact 
of language.” He said that when 
dealing through interpreters, as 
he did during his Moscow visit, 
it is more difficult to have con- | 
tact and understanding. 

“Obviously it is easier to get 
In touch with another man’s 
mind when you can talk unin- 
terruptedly than when you say 
two or three sentences and then 
have to wait for an _ inter- 
preter.” 

This was about as close as 
Nehru came to making a refer- 
ence to his long talks with 
President Eisenhower in Wash- 
ington and Gettysburg.

They also were quoted as say- 
ing they lived on unsweetened 
tea and stale bread while relief 
food supplies meant for the 
Hungarian refugees were being 
sold by black marketeers. 

U.S. Officials Deny It. 

The visa charges were denied 
by a United States embassy 
spokesman in Vienna and the 
State Department in Washing- 
ton said a preliminary inquiry 
showed no such irregularities. 

Later, the three and 300 other 
refugee students arrived at 
Bard College, Annandale-on- 
Hudson, for a brief course in 
English before going to other 
colleges and universities. In- 
terviewed by the Poughkeepsie 
New Yorker, they denied the 
Statements attributed to them 
earlier. 

They said they had no first 
hand knoweldge of visas being 
sold and that they had not 
lived on tea and dry bread. 

Kiss and Speier said that 


while at the Pfeilheim dormi- | 


tory in Vienna they got tea and 
bread for breakfast, but were 


given cards for noon and eve-'| 


ning meals at other establish- 
ments. They described these 
meals as adequate. 

Wernibb, who was at nearby 
Camp Roeder, said he had a 
breakfast of coffee, bread and 
butter and nothing more until

Case quoted the youths as 
saying that some refugees got | 
visas quicker than others and | 
rumors started about the rea- 
sons, but they did not actually 
know of refugees paying for 
visas. | 

In another refugee develop- | 
ment, a Toronto man told of | 
spending a small fortune to get | 
some 50 persons out of Hun-' 
gary. Ernest Goldberger told 
of paying an underground or- 
ganization $250 each to trans- 
port several of Goldberger’s 
relatives and other Hungarians 
from Budapest to Austria. 

He said others were paying 
up to $2000 a person to such 
underground groups.

Reserve Board Chairman 


William McChesney Martin 
Jr. Argues Against 
Change— Says Congress 
Cannot Amend Law of 
Supply and Demand.

ILLIAM MecCHESNEY MARTIN 
JR., chairman of the board of 
Governors of the Federal Reserve 
System, believes that Congress and 
the federal agencies having power 
over money and credit must make a 
choice between the present *‘tight 
money’’ situation and a dollar with 
lessening purchasing power. 

As the official spokesman for the Re- 
serve System, Martin has been testifying 
before congressional committees on the 
responsibility of the Board of Governors 
for present high interest rates and other 
credit restrictions it has put into effect. 
At the coming session of Congress, Mar- 
tin and the board will come under further 
attacks from Senators. and Representa- 
tives who believe the board’s policy is 
hurting those in the low income groups 
and enriching those in the upper brackets. 


Martin, born in St. Louis 50 years ago 
this month, was reared in a home where 
interest rates, the cost of living, banking 
practices and other financial topics were 
family table talk. His father, a well- 
known St. Louis’ banker, helped draft 
the original Federal Reserve Act, became 
a board member and was later president 
of Reserve Bank of St. Louis. 


Complicated, Interrelated Powers. 


In an interview with the Post- -Dispatch 
in his impressive chambers in the classic 
Reserve Bank building, the smiling but 
serious former St. Louisan pointed out 
that the board's powers were only a part, 
though a large part, of the complicated, 
inter-related powers of Congress, the 
Treasury Department and other federal 
agencies and private organizations over 
the amount of money. and credit avail- 
able at a particular time. 

These other influences relate to the 
constitutional power of Congress to ap- 
propriate money, the fiscal policy of the 
party in control of the executive branch 
of government, the credit regulations of 
executive agencies such as the Federal 
Housing Authority and the Veterans’ Ad- 
ministration, the practices by manage- 
ment with organized labor. 

Martin objected to the term “tight 
money,” but he said that it appeared to 
him that the present credit situation 
would continue for some time. 


“The Reserve Board,” he remarked, 
“cannot repeal the law of supply and de- 
mand. The system can temporarily ease 
tensions and channel the flow of credit, 
but by itself it cannot permanently fix 
the value of the dollar or its purchasing 
power.” 

Martin, who entered the Army in World 
War II as a private and emerged a 
colonel, recalled that when he was as- 
signed to the Munitions Board of the 
Combined Chiefs of Staff, the top brass 
of the American and British forces al- 
lotted the high octane gas the two coun- 
tries said they needed for their bombers 
and fighters. 

“Tl was a major at the time and was 
seated at the far end of the table at the 
board’s meetings. After much discussion, 
the generals and admirals came up with 
a list allotting the precious stuff to their 
respective services. Everybody was hap- 
py over completing a hard job. I made 
a quick calculation and, despite my low 
rank, was forced to say: 

“‘Gentlemen, my figures show that 
you have allotted three times the amount 
of high octane available or likely to be 
available.’ 

“It was necessary for the board to 
start all over again.” 


New High Rates Necessary. 
Martin has been testifying, with the 
approval of the six other members of the 
Federal Reserve Board, that the recently 
imposed high interest rates are necessary 
to keep supply of money and credit in 


balance with the manpower and materials | 


presently available. 


“We have substantially full employ- 
ment and the demands for some basic 
materials, especially steel, are greater 
than the current and prospective supply,” 
he told the Post-Dispatch. “The forecast- 
ers for governmental and business ex- 
penditures for next year are larger than 
the outlays this year and the same might 
be true for private housing if interest 
rates were lower. 


“We could increase all these demands | 


by lowering the discount rate at which 
member banks borrow from the system 
and by taking other steps to make more 
credit available, but this would increase 
the demands on our supplies of manpow- 
er and materials. 


“As we see it, the loss of the value in 
the dollar from the pressure of increased 
demand would be greater, in the aggre- 
gate and to many individuals, n the 
increased cost of credit. At this e of 
high prosperity, we are trying to preserve 
employment, n&t create it. Unemploy- 
ment would result if wages and prices 
spiraled out of control.” 

The board chairman readily conceded 
that the comparatively high interest rates 
are hurting a large number of individuals 
and small businesses and will delay or 
even prevent the construction of needed 
schools, hospitals and highwas. 

He also acknowledged that banks are in- 
creasing their profits through the higher 
rates on governmental, business and per- 
gonal loans and that large corporations

have a decided advantage over small 
ones in obtaining funds and in passing 
on higher costs to their customers. 

His argument was that it was better to 
delay marginal private and governmental 


projects until the savings of individuals 


have narrowed the gap between savings 
and borrowings. 

He pointed out that while it is govern- 
mental policy to have a free market, it 
is still within the power of Congress to 
enact fiscal and other legislation for the 
benefit of individuals, small businesses 
and governmental bodies that have been 
disadvantaged by the board’s independent 
actions, 

These are the basic facts and argu- 
ments the new Democratic Congress will 
consider, probably in its opening weeks. 
The debates and actions, if any, will go 
beyond the credit regulations of the Re- 
serve Board although the board and Mar- 
tin will be the principal targets of criti- 
cism. 

Patman, O’Mahoney Critics. 

The most outspoken critic of the Fed- 
eral Reserve System is Democratic Repre- 
sentative Wright Patman of Texas, vice 
chairman of the Joint Committee on the 
President's Economic Report and a high 
ranking member of the House Banking 
and Currency Committee. Patman has 
been joined by Democratic Senator Joseph 
C. O'Mahoney of Wyoming, also a member 
of the joint committee. 


Martin and the board, however, have 
equally strong defenders, of both parties, 
on the joint committee and the Senate 
and House banking committees. 


At a recent hearing of the joint com- 
mittee’s Subcommittee on Economic Sta- 
bilization, Patman and O’Mahoney went 
hammer and tongs after Martin person- 
ally and the board’s current credit re- 
strictions. The Texan, who was responsi- 
ble for some important banking legisla- 
tion in the New and Fair Deal years, 
appeared to favor “a little inflation to 
meet the present economic situation. 


“We must,” Patman said, “guard against 
the danger of making high interest rates 
and tight credit a permanent habit in the 
United States. We must recognize that 
monetary controls are essentially short- 
run tools and there are other and better 
long-term stabilization techniques. 


“I think the time is here when we 
must begin seriously to make a policy 
choice; and I would like to state that, al- 
though I believe our productivity can in 
the long run give us both stable prices 
and full employment, if I had to choose 
between a policy that might be mildly 
inflationary in the short term against one 
that would plunge us into recession, un- 
employment, bankruptcies and farm fore- 
closures, my choice would be unhesitat- 
ingly for the former.” 


Martin, in the witness chair, immedi- 
ately replied there could be sincere dif- 


‘ferences of opinion about what methods 


were best for obtaining and sustaining 
economic stabilization. 

“The task of the Federal Reserve Sys- 
tem, under today’s conditions,” Martin 
continued, “is to determine the volume 
of credit that needs to be made in order 
to keep the economy sunning in high 


| gear—without overstrain. 


“Experience would seem to demonstrate 
that allocations of credit determined 
through the market process are to be 
preferred to judgments, or guesses, of 
public authorities, however well inten- 
tioned. 

“At any given time, the economy is 
capable of producing a volume of goods 
and services limited by currently avail- 
able resources, human and material. The 
difficulty throughout this year has been 
the attempt to crowd too much into a 
given time period—demand, in brief, has 
been pressing strongly against the supply 
of labor and materials. 

“Creating more money won't produce 


ning at peak levels. A choice has to be 
made—and the public in the end has to 
make the choice of whether we shall 
have more of this and less of that. 


“We can have, in a given period, just 


cumstances, something has to be given up, 
at least for a time.” 

Martin said that it is often forgotten 
that when the commercial banking system 
(which is directly affected by the board’s 
discount rate of three per cent for loans 
from the Federal Reserve Banks) expands 


its loans and investments it generates 


“new” money. 

Economists estimate that every dollar 
of deposits a bank has in excess of the 
board’s reserve requirements can be ex- 
panded into six dollars in loans. 

“Creating more money” under the pres- 
ent circumstances, 
emphasis, would not create more goods. 


“It can only intensify demands for the 
current supply of labor and materials,” 
“That is outright inflation.” 

Referring to the increase in cost of liv- 
ing during the past two years, he said that 
it had been estimated that a rise of only 
one point in the Bureau of Labor Statistics

he testified. 


consumer-price index would cost 
American public two and a half billion 
dollars a year. 

The Labor Department announced yes- 
terday that the BLS index for November 
was 117.8, a 3.2-point rise since January. 
This index as based on average consumer 
prices in 1947-49 as 100. In 1939, the in- 
dex stood at 59.4 per cent, which makes 
the present-day dollar worth about 50 
cents in purchasing power compared with 
1939. 

Patman retorted that the rise in the 
interest rates was also costing the Ameri- 
can people billions of dollars. Estimating 
that total debt in the United States was at 
least 700 billion dollars, he calculated that 
a rise of one per cent in the interest rate 
would cost the American people an addi- 
tional seven billion dollars a year. He 
asked why the board could not find some 
other tool or weapon “which would not be 
so devastating and destructive to the econ- 
omy and to individuals.” 


Seeking the Same Objectives. 
Martin replied that he and Patman were 
seeking the same objectives. 
“At no time,” he said, “have we wanted 
to see the economy strangled or the stand- 


| ard of living reduced. We have tried to 


induce saving and to reduce spending so 
as to sustain our prosperity.” 


When Patman quoted a former Federal 


Reserve Board economist that “it is gen- 
erally true that a period of very high in- 
terest rates is followed by a business re- 
cession, while a period of low interest 
rates is likely to be followed by a business 
recovery,” Martin replied: 

“If we think that the Federal Reserve 
Board has the power to eliminate all re- 
cessions in our economy, I think we are 
making a serious overstatement of our 
ability. Recessions come from a great 
many causes, among them being over-con- 
fidence, incompetence and inefficiency, 


and all the other factors that human beings 


engage in lead to readjustments. 


“Now, those who attach the importance

Tito Could Be Helpful. 

Tito’s intimate knowledge of Balkan 
politics could be of value to this country 
in formulating European policy. A state 
visit would emphasize what Secretary of 
State John Foster Dulles suggested this | 
week—that the United States is prepared 
to do business with independent Commu- 
nist countries and does not demand that 
_the satellites become democracies imme- 
| diately or align themselves tightly with 
| the West. 
| Although declining to characterize United 
| States plans as “new,” Dulles said this 
week that this. country “is very open- | 
| minded to any suggestions that might be | 
_ made as to the status, whether neutraliza- 
tion or otherwise, of satellite countries 
_which would take away any fear, I would 
hope, by the Soviet Union that it would 
be physically or militarily endangered if 
it facilitated this evolution to independ- 
ence.” 

Tito, who is in close touch with numer- 
ous anti-Stalinist Communists throughout 
Europe because he is the fountain-head 
of “Titoism,” has long advocated greater 
independence for the satellites. It will be 
recalled that the first indications of seri- 
ous satellite unrest came in connection 
with a visit to Tito of the Russian Com- 
| munist Party chief Nikita S. Khrushchev 
| in September. -

_Khrushchev Visit to Belgrade. 
Khrushchey unexpectedly arrived in 
Belgrade Sept. 19 for a “private visit.” 
He then flew with Tito and the Yugoslav 
President's wife to the Soviet Black Sea 
coast where they were joined by Soviet 
Premier Bulganin and the then Hungarian 
Premier Ernoe Geroe. In the background 
were reported Yugoslav-Soviet differences 
over a slowdown in the democratization 
of the satellites that had been promised 
the Yugoslavs by the Russians, and the 
feeling among Stalinist elements among 
the Moscow hierarchy that the riots in 


Poznan, Poland, had been one result of a 
slackening of Russian controls. 

Apparently Khrushchev was unable to 
sell his wares to Tito..A few days after 
the meetings, a Yugoslav spokesman de- 
clared, “Nothing has been changed, nor 
could have been changed, in the well- 
known orientation of Yugoslav foreign 
policy.”’ 

Also in the background at this time was 
the pending decision by President Eisen- 
hower on whether continued assistance to 
Yugoslavia was in the interests of the 
United States. Contemplated military aid 
was reported to include 300 jet planes. 
Oct. 15, Mr. Eisenhower recommended con- 
tinued economic aid and suspension of jet 
aircraft equipment until “the situation 
can be more accurately appraised.” 

The United States and Yugoslavia have 
in common a fervent desire to prevent 
further bloody uprising such as the one 
that occurred in Hungary. If such a re- 
volt should flare in East Germany, for ex- 
ample, it could easily lead to world war, 
as the Soviet Union could not be expected 


to give up East Germany without a major 
fight. It cannot be expected to give up 
any of the satellites, as a matter of fact, 
without a struggle of some kind. Scant 
information is available on the potential- 
ities for armed revolt in such countries as

They Would Prefer a Little Inflation 
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Pattern of Revolution | 


In Hungary Resembles 
Russian and American 


|| Refugees’ Stories and Observers’ Silas Pieced To- 
gether, Show Similarities and Differences — Com- 
munists’ Teachings Used Against Them in Na- 
tionalist Uprising in Budapest.

PATTERN 3 is emerging from the stories brought out of Hungary by the 
thousands of refugees streaming across the border into Austria—a pat- 


tern which could have a profound significance for many of the Com- 


munist satellites. 


The refugee stories of what has been going on in Hungary add up. in part 


to a case history of 


a species of Communist revolution turned back against 


Russia itself, where the Communists achieved their most spectacular success 
in a rebellion twenty-nine years ago. Of at least equal importance in the 
background of the revolt is the Hungarians’ deep nationalism and their 
centuries-long experience under German and Turkish rule. 


This ‘analysis, necessarily tentative, of 
how the uprising began and how it has 
been sustained, is based on observations 
by responsible Americans who were in 
Hungary during the rebellion, on infor- | 
mation from Yugoslav and Indian govern- 
ment officials who have had unusual op- 
portunities to follow the events in Hun- | 
gary, on interviews with refugees, and | 
on’ a study of 50 case histories of Hun- 
garians who have reach@i New York. 


Four Points of Agreement. 


There seems to be general agreement 
on the following facts: 


1. The uprising appears to have been 
spontaneous in origin and never did 
achieve a high degree of organization. 


2. It was spearheaded, at the outset, by 
professional men and students, but was 
sustained and im- 
plemented by the 
workers and peas- 
ants. 

3. Tactics adopt- 
ed by the Hunga- 
rian freedom fight- 
ers were those they 
had learned from 
the Russians who 
had forced Hunga- 
rian youths, partic- 
ularly students, to 
study the events of 
the 1917 October 
revolution in Rus- 
sia. 

4. The Hungari- 
an workers’ coune 
cils came to assume 
a role of great im- 
portance in the up- 


rising. 
There is, in all 
of thfs, a notable 


parallel with events 
in Russia, in 1917, 
with the exception 
that in Russia the 
Bolsheviks — or 
Communists, as 
they came to be known—finally assumed 
the leadership in the Russian equivalent 
of the workers’ councils and so gained 
control of the revolution and ultimately 
of the Russian state itself. The Russian 


equivalent of the workers’ councils was, 


of course, the Soviets. 


The parallel, while noted by many ob- 
servers, is pointed out most explicitly by 
Edvard Kardelj, vice president of Yugo- 
slavia, and therefore a “Titoist Commu- 
nist,” in a recent address in the national 
assembly at Belgrade. 


“The most surprising thing in the re- 
cent events in Hungary,” said Kardelj, “is 
that the Communists were afraid of the 
workers’ councils. Lenin Weader of the 
1917 Russian Revolution) had the courage 
to voice the slogan, ‘All power to the 
Soviets,’ although the Bolsheviks were not 
in the majority in the Soviets.” 


How It All Began. 


To see why the Hungarian Communists 
were afraid of the workers’ councils—and 
why the Russian oceupation forces in Hun- 
gary have attempted to suppress the coun- 
cils—it is necessary to go back over some 
of the critical days of the Hungarian up- 
rising. 

How did it all start? 


Sidney Shore of the Intergovernmental 
Committee for European Migration, a 
group supported by 27 nations and organ- 
ized as a continuing operation to resettle 
refugees, recently spent 15 days in Vien- 
na, talking to refugees from Hungary. 


“Tl am completely convinced,” said 
Shore, “that the uprising was spontane- 
ous. Take, for instance, the 13-year-old 


boy who traded his bicycle for a bottle of 
schnapps, used the liquor to bribe a fr@- 
tier guard, and just walked out. No one 
told him to go—or helped him. 


“Nor were the freedom fighters armed 
from the outside. Some took their arms 
with them when they escaped—they were 
Russian-made guns. Most of the guns had 
been turned over to the freedom fighters 
by the Hungarian army. 

“The first groups to come out were the 
students and professional men. They had 
begun the fight. Then came the workers. 

“The students all told of having been 
forced to join the Young Communist or- 
ganization. They were screened, hand- 
picked and indoctrinated by the Commu- 

nists—and turned against Communism and 
Russia as soon as they had a chance to.”

though again, mainly because they were 
“against Russians” after twelve years of 
Soviet rule. 

Why did the uprising come at this par- 
ticular time? 

William vanden Heuvel, a young Wall 
Street lawyer with the firm headed by 
William J. Donovan, wartime OSS com- 
mander, visited Vienna with Donovan, 
Herman Steinkraus, former presitient of 
the United States Chamber of Commerce, 
and Claiborne Pell, a syndicate executive. 
The visit was for the purpose of making 
arrangements for the international rescue 
committee to help Hungarian refugees. 

Vanden Heuvel crossed over into Hun- 
gary and talked to Hungarians still fight- 
ing the Russians as well as to refugees 
in Vienna. He wrote a report “analyzing 
the causes of the revolt. 

He believes the 
revolt had its im- 
mediate  back- 
ground in the im- 
pact of the Russian 
“de - Stalinization” 
campaign on Hun- 
garian artists and 
writers. : 

They demanded 
the rehabilitation 

of Laslo Rajk, the 
former Foreign 

Minister of Hun- 

gary, executed for 

“Titoism” in 1949. 

The Rakosi Com- 
munist regime in 
Hungary, attempt- 
ing to go along 
with the Russian 
“liberalization” pro- 
gram, granted the 

demand and or- 

dered a public fu- 

neral seven years 

delayed, for Rajk 

last Oct. 8. 

Individually, 
Hungarians decid- 
ed to attend this 
ceremony in the central square of Buda- 
pest, and 250,000 persons gathered, where 
only 5000 had been expected. 

“For the first time,” Vanden Heuvel 
believes, “the depth of anti-Communist 
sentiment became known” to the Hun- 
garian people themselves, long intimi- 
dated by Russian suppression. 

Next, in Vanden Heuvel’s analysis, came 
the successful defiance of Russia by Go- 
mulka in Poland, which gave the Hungari- 
ans added courage. 

Finally, in his opinion, came the events 
of Oct. 22, 23 and 24, climaxed by the 
firing on a mob in Parliament Square by 
Russian tank crews. 

Vanden Heuvel and others believe this 
was a case of sheer panic, even an “acci- 
dent.” Someone started shooting, the Rus- 
sians become frightened and mowed down 
the crowd with machine guns. 

Whatever the reason, it appears that 
from that moment on the Hungarian peo- 
ple began to unite behind the idea of 
revolution against the Russians. 

Perhaps all revolutions have somewhat 
similar histories. Although the parallel 
between the Hungarian revolution and the 
Russian revolution is striking, the inci- 
dent in Budapest's Parliament Square 
might also be compared to the Boston 
Massacre in America. 

Specifically Russian Aspects. 

There were, however, aspects of the 
Hungarian revolution even more specif- 
ically “Russian.” 

In the first place, Hungarian refugees 
say over and over again that the leading 
part in the first days of the uprising was 
taken by students and intellectuals re- 
enacting the history of the Russian revo- 
lution quite deliberately. They attempted 
to use the force of an angry crowd against 
the Russians. They convinced the Hun- 
garian army that it should give up its 
arms to the freedom fighters. They pub- 
lished revolutionary newspapers. All of 
this was in the Russian pattern. 

Whether the role of the workers’ coun- 
cils was and isso deliberate is not so

Stalemate in Hungary 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

According to sources of informa- 
tion which I believe to be reliable, 
the general strike in Hungary has 
now become a stable and permanent 
state of affairs. 

Before Kadar committed the blun- 
der of ordering the dissolution of 
the Worker’s Councils and the ar- 
rest of those of their members who 
“continued to usurp the functions of 
the People’s State,” the workers 
could again and again be induced 
ao do some work by the promise of 
negotiations with workers’ councilors. 

As each round of negotiations 
broke down on Kadar's almost patho- 
logical mendacity and his obstinate 
refusal to talk frankly about what he 
can and what he cannot do in the 
face of his Russian masters’ pres- 
ence, a strike was called. 

The workers left the factories, 
tram and bus drivers stopped their 
vehicles on the streets and shops, 
except food stores, closed. Then, as 
the Government held out the pros- 
pect of new negotiations, work was 
resumed for a few days, followed by 
another strike, and so on. 

With the outlawing of the Work- 
ers’ Councils, Kadar lost the lever 
of negotiations. He cannot now cause 
the strike to be periodically sus- 
pended; he cannot gain even a few 
days’ respite. 

* . 

However, the new, continuous gen- 
eral strike is quite informal. Most 
workers regularly turn up at their 
places of work, if only because they 
feel safer from arrest and deporta- 
tion there than in their homes. But 
there is no question of actually doing 
productive work. 

Work would, it seems, only be re- 
sumed under close armed supervi- 
sion. But the psychological strains of 
forcing workers to do assigned tasks 
at the point of submachine guns are 
very great. The Russian command is 
obviously afraid that the average 
Soviet soldier would crack up under 
them, and would either kill brutally 
and to no purpose, or fraternize 
with the workers. 

Kadar’s own armed force, on the 
other hand, is too small to go round. 
He is said to have only 3000 reliable 
armed men in Budapest, and an even 
more thinly spread force in the 
provinces. The prospects for Kadar 
are more bleak still in the mining 
centers, both because the miners 
are, if that is possible, more militant 
than other workers, and because se- 
curity policemen would probably re- 
fuse to accompany them down the 
dark pits where anything might hap- 
pen. 

The upshot is that unless Russian 
troops are used within factory walls 
rather than merely on the streets, 
the strike cannot be broken by force. 

How long can it last? Physically, 
the Russian forces are not greatly in- 
convenienced in the striking and 
ungovernable country. The Hungar- 
fan people have considerable quanti- 
ties of hidden arms, but very little 
ammunition, so that the military 
threat to the Russians is small. 

7 om . 

The real danger in a perpetuation 
of the present stalemate is contami- 
nation on the one hand, loss of nerve 
and confidence in the omnipotent 
strength of the Red Army on the 
other. As time goes on, this danger 
must be mounting rapidly. 

On the Hungarian side, the physti- 
eal and moral forces work the other 
way. It is not regarded as a defeat 
that they cannot get the Red Army 
out and cannot force Moscow to 
abandon the Kadar regime to its 
fate. But it is felt to be a victory that 
Kadar cannot inake the country com- 
ply. Each day of the strike is bound 
to strengthen the Hungarian work- 
ers’ confidence and sense of his- 
toric accomplishment. 

Judging by what little transpires 
of the current food situation, no 
really acute crisis need be feared 
until next spring, though the just dis- 
tribution of existing stocks might 
give rise to difficulties. It seems, 
however, that Russian nerves are 
being worn down at a faster \rate 
than Hungarian food stocks. Mostow, 
rather than the obstinate workers of 
Hungary, is likely to make the first 
move to break this unique stalemate.

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Small Steps to Start 


Prime Minister Nehru’s visit to America, and 
the advent of the Christmas holidays, serve as 
a double reminder that when all other world 
problems have been canvassed the most difficult 
one, which is also the one most urgently requir- 
ing solution, is that of disarmament. 

For 10 years now the big powers have been 
talking of disarmament, sporadically negotiating 
about it, and from time to time making proposals 
that either cast the other fellow in a poor light 
or set up impossible conditions to be met. Some 
progress has been made. On certain issues East 
and West appear to be closer together than be- 
fore. But the all too familiar deadlock remains, 
and such crises as those in Egypt and Hungary 
do not create a favorable atmosphere for fur- 
ther discussions. 

Despite this unhappy record, no leader of any 
nation has dared to suggest that disarmament 
might as well be written off. Every responsible 
statesman speaks in favor of disarmament. Here 
is impressive testimony to the power of world 
opinion. Even though in fear and distrust the 
nations still rely on armed might, the power of 
world opinion compels all of them, without ex- 
ception, to act as if they were willing to lay 
armed might aside. 

The problem is to translate stated intentions 
into accomplished facts. In large part it is a 
problem of uprooting fear and distrust. As Mr. 
Nehru told a private dinner at U.N. headquar- 
ters, the task is to stop “nourishing the idea of 
war in the minds of men.” As the spokesman for 
a large and relatively unarmed people, and for 
that powerful world opinion which has mani- 
fested itself so strikingly in the cases of Hun- 
gary and Egypt, he did much on his American 
visit to turn minds toward the irrepressible need 
for disarmament. 

According to some most welcome reports, the 
Administration is working on new disarmament 
proposals which may include an agreement to 
end H-bomb tests under certain safeguards. Let 
us hope the reports are true. Along with large 
plans and new proposals will be needed fresh 
attitudes and new methods. In this respect Sena- 
tor Humphrey of Minnesota, chairman of the 
Senate subcommittee on disarmament which re- 
cently held hearings in St. Louis, has come for- 
ward with some interesting suggestions. 

Writing in The New. Republic, Senator Hum- 
phrey points out that the methods used in dis- 
armament negotiations have not produced results 
and “are not relied on in other types of negotia- 
tions which are carried,on in public affairs.” 
Here are some of his suggested changes: 

Disarmament negotiators should adopt a clear 
agenda and stick to it. They should discuss each 
issue separately on the understanding that an 
agreement in one area will not become final un- 
til other areas have been discussed. Negotia- 
tions should be more private than they have 
been, with results rather than publicity the ob- 
ject. They should be presided over by a skilled 
neutral conciliator. A United Nations technical 
staff should be developed to aid the negotiators. 
Areas of agreement as well as of disagreement 
should be announced. In addition to the major 
atomic powers, other nations should be repre- 
sented. And a serious effort’ should be made to 
reach political settlements of world problems 
at the same time, 

These are not earth-shaking plans and offer 
no panacea. But sometimes it is necessary fo 
start with small steps in order to take large 
ones. This we know, that so long as the H-bomb 
hangs over civilization there can be no true se- 
curity anywhere in the world. It is good to re- 
mind ourselves of this as we approach a new 
year which all hope will offer something better 
than the old.

To Travel Hopefully 


The word “eve” holds a very special magic. 
Its excitement is that of the curtain about te rise, 
the anSwer to an all-important question trem- 
bling on the brink of utterance, or the second 
shoe about to drop. For a long time of youth 
it seemed to us that the phrase in which this 
wondrous word glowed most brilliantly with 
peril and promise was “the eve of the French 
Revolution.” But whatever its context, “eve” 
always comes packed with portent, to stop and 
visit for that last long moment before something 
~—whether of danger or beauty or splendid hope 
—bursts upon us. 

Christmas Eve will have its own particular 
flavor for every particular person, an amalgam 
of all the Christmas Eves he has known; but the 
flavors regardless of their differences will be 
alike in being rich; and warm, and endlessly 
evocative. People go home from work on 
Christmas Eve as they go home no other night 
in the year: perhaps a little tireder than usual, 
but with a more restful sense of our common 
humanity. Red and blue, green and orange 
lights through the window may already burn 
away the darkness; or, as in some homes, the 
tree may go up and blossom into baubles and 
spangies overnight, beanstalk-like, after the 
children have gone to bed, to greet them new 
and glorious Christmas morning. 

There can be no set formula for expectancy. 
Every man—and woman—and more especially 
child—must go about the happy business of ex- 
pectation in an altogether personal way. As for 
us, the aptest thought ever said about it was 
said by Robert Louis Stevenson in that daunt- 
less essay of his, “El Dorado”: For to travel 
hopefully is a better thing than to arrive: and 
the true success is to labor. Christmas Eve 
must then be, as may yours be, truly golden. 
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Did He Do His Job Too Well? 


It has become increasingly difficult in recent 
years for the federal government to retain good 
men in appointive offices. Salaries have been 
raised substantially but many of the best men 
could dowble their recompense in business or 
industry. Some have been implored to stay in 
oftice on the ground that their country needs 
them so badly that sacrifice is necessary. 

Yet here is the startling case of Joseph P. 
Adams, 49-year-old vice chairman of the Civil 
Aeronautics Board. His record and his qualifica- 
tons are excellent yet he is not expected to be 
reappointed next month when his six-year term 
expires. He is a licensed commercial pilot, and 
served three years as Washington state's first 
director of aeronautics. 

Why is such a valuable official not being reap- 
pointed at a time when aviation is growing by 
leaps and bounds and the government is alarm- 
ingly short of qualified men who can guide the 
industry into the jet age? Reliable reports from 
Washington give the disturbing interpretation 
that it is because Mr. Adams has opposed pow- 
erful interests in the field of aviation. 

He has favored competition among the air- 
lines. Possibly the greatest increase in competi- 
tive route awards has occurred during his ten- 
ure. He has been sympathetic to all non-sched- 
uled lines which have shown any merit. He 
has championed the smaller scheduled carriers 
against the giants and has favored development 
of local service carriers. Is it true that Mr. 
Adams is being let go because in effect he has 
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done his job too well? Congress ought. to satis- 
fy itself on this point. For if a regulatory of- 
ficial can be punished for regulating too effec- 
tively, public service becomes even less attrac- 
tive to good men. 
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Good Will to Refugees 

Vice President Nixon says, after a visit to the 
Austrian border, that “the United States must 
do more than it has already has done” for 
Hungarian refugees. What has the United 
States done, and what more should it do? 

The first real step to give American asylum 
to Hungary's freedom fighters came on Nov. 8. 
President Eisenhower then ordered emergency 
measures to admit 5000 refugees under the 
Refugee Relief Act. By that time there were 
100,000 refugees in Austria. 

A month passed in which our officials sought 
to help refugees break through the law's red- 
taped barriers, while the plight of those re- 
maining behind grew on America’s conscience. 
So on Dec. 1, President Eisenhower increased 
the quota to 21,500. By that time there were 
at least 125,000 refugees in Austria, and only 
1000 ot them had been brought to the United 
States. (Switzerland had accepted 5500.) 

Now Mr. Nixon proposes that Congress next 
month consider “the whole problem of refugees,” 
with the idea of doing something for the Hun- 
garians and others as well. We do not know 
what the situation will be next month, but at 
last report 150,000 refugees had escaped from 
Hungary, about 73,000 of these had been ac- 
cepted by other nations, and only 12,000 were 
in or on their way to the United States. However, 
in recent days this movement to America has 
grown to a rate of 9000 a week. 

What caused the obstacles and _ second 
thoughts? It took time for the Administration 
to see the refugee problem in its growing per- 
spective. It took much more time to cut through 
legal difficulties of the Relief Act and the Immi- 
gration Act as written by Congress. 

The Relief Act expires Dec. 31, and only 6500 
refugees can be admitted under it. The other 
15,000 must come under the Immigration Act, 
which gives the Attorney General discretion to 
admit them as “parolees.” This faintly liberal 
provision in a restrictive law means that the 
refugees can come here but will lack permanent 
residence status, 

Nearly a year ago President Eisenhower sug- 
gested some minimum immigration reforms 
which, had they been adopted, would have made 
it easier to meet the refugee problem today. He 
proposed higher alien quotas. He suggested that 
quotas not used by some countries be allocated 
to others which have mortgaged their quotas 
far into the future. And, as Mr. Nixon has now 
done, the President advised a complete review 
of immigration policy. 

Congress should, indeed, consider the whole 
problem of refugees, and not of Hungarians 
alone. It should consider the whole problem 
of immigration, and not refugees alone. For 
at this season of good will to men, our present 
policy displays little generosity by a great nation 
toward the less endowed of this earth. 
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Still Against the City 

St. Louisans have come to expect such news 
as the report that Mayor Tucker's eight-point 
legislative program for the General Assembly 
has run into some strong opposition from the 
city’s own legislators. 

Of the eight points on the Mayor's program, 
one of the most important would give the city 
power to condemn residential property for 6ff- 
street parking. This has met defeat in two previ- 
ous sessions, principally because the city legis- 
lators think they are “defending” the little man 
against the combination of business men and 
the city government. It is a false position. 

One of the principal impediments to the free 
flow of traffic in the metropolitan area is ‘the 
congestion caused when the city, as a favor to 
local businesses, sells street parking space to 
the customers of these local firms. The streets 
which belong to everyone thus are used to bene- 
fit a small group of private individuals. Eventu- 
ally the city will be required to eliminate this 
kind of parking altogether. 

When that time comes, unless off-street park- 
ing is available, many small neighborhood busi- 
nesses will choke and die in their own traffic, 
neighborhood real estate values will fall and 
tax revenues will decline. Everyone else in 
the city will have to accept a heavier tax bur- 
den to make up the loss. But if the city can con- 
demn residential property for parking purposes, 
the values of these local businesses will be pre- 
served and the city will gain. And so long as 
those who are moved to make way for the im- 
provements receive fair prices for their proper- 
ty, why bind the city’s hands? So whom are the 
legislators “defending”? 
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For Beauty, Not Neon 

Ravaged by get-rich-quick timber operators 
during World War I, the fairest part of the 
Ozark country—along the Current and the 
Eleven: Point, for example—has by now recov- 
ered much of its natural beauty. But except in 
a relatively small number of state parks and to 
some extent in the national forests, the area is 
not protected against new abuses. This the 
Missouri Resource and Development Division 
would correct by having the next Legislature 
pass a Conservancy District Act. 

Under such a law, the State Park Board, the 

Conservation Commission, the National Park 
Service and other agencies, state and federal, 
could co-operate in safeguarding the cold, gin- 
clear, fish-rich streams and the forests and 
animal life of the region. In an era when dams, 
power plants, highways and honkytonks spread 
like weeds, this certainly should be done. 
_ The Resources and Development Division puts 
emphasis on the area as a tourist attraction, 
saying that it could bring another 1,000,000 
visitors and another $5,000,000 to Missouri each 
year. Well, nobody will shy away from $5,000.- 
000, and the Ozarks should be enjoyed by Mis- 
sourians and other Americans, too. 

Yet in calling for the development of tourist 
facilities such as motels, restaurants, resorts, 
camp grounds and the like, assuming that the 
Legislature adopts the conservancy law, the 
Division should proceed with prudence. Jerry- 
built motels and eateries—with more money 
invested in neon lights than in the buildings 
themselves—could offset all efforts to preserve 
the natural charm of the region. One need 
only ride along the more-heavily traveled of the 
nation's highways to realize what signboards and 
tourist bait cam do to the foreground of a beau- 
tiful landscape. 

On the other hand, more carefully planned 
highways—the New York Thruway, for example 
—provide excellent accommodations but in an 
inoffensive manner, in a way to enhance the 
traveler's pleasure. So although the tourist 
dollar may be almost as important as the pres- 
ervation of the Ozark wilderness, it is to be 
hoped that Missouri will not allow one objective 
to defeat the other. Planning for beauty and 
for pleasure need not be inconsistent with the 
dollar aspect of resource development.

company that visited Russia in the win- 
ter season of 1955-56 carried a larger 
entourage than was reported in the news 
accounts of that cultural invasion.

Mr. Ca- 
pote’s account of his trip is now avail- 
able in book form under the title “The 
Muses Are Heard.” 

The morbid character of Mr. Capotes 
fi¢tional writings is mercifully absent 
from this absorbing chronicle Con- 
trary to what might have been expected 
he never uses his facts as subject matter 
for psycho-neurotic probings but has 
written a direct and seemingly compre- 
hensive report of what he observed. 
How he was affected by the idiosyncra- 
sies of his fellow travelers and the pe- 
culiarities of the Russian scene are not 
excluded, nor sould they be. But his 
reactions, though strictly personal, are 
colored by the nature of the material 
rather than by the writer's thoughts 

Capote joined the troupe in Berlin 
where after a briefing on what the visi- 
tors might expect in Russia they en- 
trained for their long journey through 
the bleak and wintry landscapes of Po- 
land and the Soviet Union. The first 
part of the book is devoted almost en- 
tirely to this journey and desperate and 
humorous devices that the party—the

CAPOTE MADE good use of the 
time that elapsed between the company s 
arrival at Leningrad and the premiere 
of “Porgy.” During a brief sortie in 
the environs of the Astoria Hotel he saw 
a man being. “rolled” in the snow and 
possibly murdered with nobody inter- 
fering. At a grimy hight club a ballad 
singer approached him between numbers 
and said “help,” and then followed him 
into the night still saying it in a des- 
perate muted voice. It was the only 
English word the singer knew; and what 
help he needed could only be imagined. 

At a ballet performance the company 
was invited to attend, Miss Ryan—with 
her striking blonde appearance set off 
by a low-cut strapless evening gown— 
drew the amazed attention of all and 
sundry including an English-speaking 
Russian cavalier named Orlov. Gaspo- 
din Orlov was bold enough to write his 
name on a program and pass it to Miss 
Ryan. But he didn’t follow it up, an 
anti-climax that left Miss Ryan with 
mixed emotions. 


A CROWDED auditorium at the 
famous Mariinsky Theater saw the pre- 
miere but to the dismay of the American 
contingent number after number left the 
audience looking curiously baffied. Ap- 
parently the violence of the action with 
its rowdy crap game, murder and burial 
party stunned them quite literally. 
When the final scene was played, how- 
ever, they recalled the actors many 
times to the stage and as Capote went 
out in the wintry gloaming to find a 
taxicab he heard an excited group of 
young people singing a phrase from 
“Summertime.” 

Mr. Capote’s book is much richer and 
more eventful than any summary of it 
can suggest. In fact it has all the charm 
and cohesiveness of a good novel, vet 
without leaving any suspicion that the 
facts have been distorted. 


Creator of Frightening Fantasy 


Significance of Orwell's Contribution to Literature

GEORGE ORWELL, best known 
to American readers for two works of 
frightening fantasy, “Animal Farm” and 
“1984.” was, according to this newest 
criticism of his life and works, “always 
a solitary—a member of a society which 
(was) uncongenial to him.’ In this role 
he developed a theory of the corrupting 
effect of power. He felt, as Mr. Hollis 
points out, that anarchy was intolerable, 
that mankind could not be ruled without 
entrusting power somewhere or other 
and, to whomsoever power was en- 
trusted, it was almost certain to be 
abused. 


Readers who have understood Orwell 
only as a critic of the Left and who have 
read his fantasies only as satires on the 
Communist regimes will find that Mr. 
Hollis’s interpretation deepens and 
makes more significant Orwell’s contri- 
bution to contemporary literature. 


Christopher Hollis knew George Or- 
well from the time .they were school- 
mates at Eton. But his comments on the 
earliest portions of Orwell's life are the 
least valuable portions of the stpdy. 
What. becomes evident in these chapters 
is that while Orwell may have been right 
in saying that one cannot assess a 
writer's motives without knowing some- 
thing of his early development, Chris- 
topher Hollis is apparently not able to 
subjugate his own reactions enough to 
understand the feelings of the young 
Orwell. He approaches the Orwellian 
records of this period with an insensi- 
tive logic. All of Mr. Hollis’s evidence 
to the contrary readers will tend to 
agree with Stephen Spender’s view that 
Orwell was “the least Etonian character 
who has ever come from Eton.”

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SOME of this attitude of condescen- 
sion colors the chapters on Orwell's 
Burmese experiences and the descent 
into poverty which was the genesis of 
“Down and Out in Paris and London.” 


But, in treating these facets of Or- 
well’s life Mr. Hollis picks up his major 
theme and the reader is led to an under- 
standing of the feeling which took Or- 
well to Spain in 1936 where the religious 
and political impact was crucial in his 
development. 


The Second World War and the dem- 
onstration of nations shifting in alliances 
and allegiances underscored the fear 
which Orwell felt for the soul of man. 
He would readily have accepted the 
Statement that ‘evil as an ally is far 
more dangerous than evil as an enemy.” 
It was, in fact, this frame of mind that 
produced “Animal Farm” in which, at 
the end, all the pigs become like men 
and the men like pigs. 

Orwell's best known work “1984” was 
the final extension of this idea and was 
his last work before his death in 1950. 
Christopher Hollis’s criticism of 1984” 
justifies his claim that his disagreements 
with Orwell's thinking were, if nothing 
else, stimulating. 


READERS will find it interesting— 
thpugh they will not be surprised—that 
Mr. Hollis is disturbed by Orwell's lack 
of answers to the questions which he 
poses. The critic’s desire for a recogni- 
tion of the “essential of the past... 
belief in God and some form of future 
life’ is shield against shield and sword 
against sword with the author’s prob- 
lem of “how to restore the religious at- 
litude while accepting death as final.” 

While such basic disagreements give 
this study the flavor of an interminable 
argument, Mr. Hollis’s readers will re- 
turn to Orwell with increased respect 
and attention and this must be the most 
hoped for result of any work of serious 
criticism. 


Oh! That Wild; Wild River

ways. America seen from 
Route 40 varies much in its 
geographical features, but in 
those which are man-made, 
very little. 

A very different picture un- 
folds, however, when you ac- 
company a reporter equipped 
with as good an ear and eye 
and descriptive powers as 
Ben Lucien Burman, and let 
him lead you off those high- 
ways and show you what else 
this big land of ours has to 
offer, which maybe many of 
us did not even know ex- 
isted. 

Burman begins his explora- 
tions of out-of-the-way places, 
appropriately enough, here in 
St. Louis. And his opening 
adventure, a trip on a Mis- 
souri river towboat to Omaha 
and back, is easily the most 
exciting of the book—a bit 
like the toboggan ride in 
Cyclorama. And that’s be- 
cause of the wildness of the 
river; too low for navigation 
one day, in flood the next; or,

as the towboatmen describe 
it in their typically pictur- 
esque language: “Too thin to 
cultivate, too thick to navi- 
gate. Worst river in the 
world.” “When the rats at 
St. Louis hear a boat's going 
up the Missouri they jump 
off,” we are told. “They got 
better sense than pilots.” 

“Only one bad place on the 
Missouri,” remarks Capt. 
Archie of the towboat ‘‘Frank- 
lin D. Roosevelt,” on which 
our author was supercargo. 
“That's from the head of navi- 
gation to the mouth ... 
When a Missouri pilot dies 
and goes to hell they make 
him captain of a boat that’s 
always passing sandbars and 
bridges.” 


AFTER A hair-raising trip 
in the course of which de- 
struction from sandbars and 
bridges was several times 
only avoided by inches, the 
author wonders, as the lights 
of St. Louis once more come 
into view, how many of its 
citizens know that on the 
river below is another race 
of pioneers as brave and re- 
sourceful as their sturdy an- 
cestors — the  towboatmen 
showing the way to the West 
again along the wild Missouri. 


From St. Louis Burman 
wanders off into the Ozarks. 
Here he is told he is surely 
wasting his time: “Those 
mountain people ain't differ- 
ent than anybody elise now- 
adays—just the same as Chi- 
cago or New York.” But by 
the time the reader has ac-

companied Ben to the Whit- 
tling Capital of America— 
which he identifies as the 
town of Leslie—and gone bee 
hunting with him up by Clin- 
ton, then wound up with a 
night of fox racing over at 
Marshall, he is not so sure 
that “the Ozarks ain't any 
different.” 

Next, he takes us up to the 
Kentucky mountains to see 
what Cumberland judges ard 
jails are like—and wonderful 
indeed they are, surely unlike 
any other in the entire coun- 
try. 

Here we are introduced 
to Judge Honey, who had 
earned the nickname from his 
habit of addressing any of- 
fender before him by this 
term of affection on the 
theory that it made the pun- 
ishment easier to bear: 
“Honey, I hate to do this to 
you. But you been drunk. 
It'll be $12.50, honey.” 

And we meet a jailer who 

operates on the principle, “'l 
treat ‘em right and they treat 
me right.” 
THEN WEJOURNEY on 
a towboat on the Grand 
Canal, U.S.A., penetrate the 
vast and mysterious Louis- 
iana marshes, full of alliga- 
tors amd voodoo, Cajuns who 
speak no English, and men 
still seeking the lost treasures 
of Jean Lafitte. 

We explore the fascinating 
Everglades, take a ride with 
the shrimp fleet out of Key 
West, visit the real cowboy 
brush country of western 
Texas, and wind up on that

Cape Hatteras. 
Altogether, a wonderful 


journey of discovery in the

THE TITLE of this book 
at first suggests a heavy 
tome cataloging all the 
quirks and. caprices of man- 
kind.

THE TROLLEY car came into being only after its devel- 
gpers had surmounted difficulties that now seem quaint, but 
at the time were fantastically complex. Between the horse car 


and the first 


practical electric-powered trolley, cars were 


moved by steam, compressed air, hot water, ammonia gas, 
naphtha, even mechanical legs and giant clock springs 

In the early days of the streetcar, electricity still had an 
aura of wizardry about it. The two rails were used as con- 
ductors for a time, but citizens complained about getting 
shocked as they crossed the street, and rainy weather caused 
short-circuits. Use of a third rail caused similar difficulties. 
Finally, John C. Henry, a Kansas City telegraph operator, 
stretched two bare copper wires above the track, and on top 
of them placed two little wgeels or “trollers” towed along by 
wires running to the car beneath the single trolley wire. 
IT WAS Frank Julian Sprague of Connecticut who engi- 


neered the first: successful streetcars. 


Experimenting on a 


200-foot length of track in an alley off East Twenty-fourth 
street in New York, Sprague devised a practical motor gearing 
system, and it was he who produced most of the refinements 
that made the American streetcar the rugged and reliable 
transportation standby that it became. 

In the pre-automobile days, the streetcar offered escape as 


well as workaday transportation. 


The traction companies be- 


came land-developers, promoting and operating cemeteries, 
picnic parks and zoos. Many a town had its Electric Park at 
the end of a suburban line, and trolleying out there on a Sat- 
urday was an experience we don’t have today.

A Critic's Mixed Bag of Essays 


A PIECE OF MY MIND, RE-

THE PASSING 
YEARS, alas, bring crotch- 
etiness as well as wisdom to 
most men, including wise 
ones. That, no doubt, is why 
this latest collection of essays 
by one of our most lucid and 
intelligent literary critics can- 
not be called his best work. 
The pieces are too uneven 
for that, but the best of them 
are very good indeed. In 
general, they are what may 
be expected, more or less, 
after a man has’_ worked 
through his first three score 
years of trial, tribulation and 
occasional triumph. 

So let's tick off the not-so- 
good items first. Mr. Wilson 
proves himself a poor theo- 
logian when he dismisses God 
as archaic and religion as 
impossible in a competitive 
world. That few live the reli- 
gious life may be granted, 
but he overlooks the possibil- 
ity of heroic virtue. 

Nor is there real evidence 
for Mr. Wilson's argument 
that there is something deep 
in our animal nature which 
makes wars inevitable. The 
odds on avoiding them are 
long, but one may hope. And 
one may hope, too, that the 
author is wrong as wrong can 
be in announcing that Europe 
is declining into a new age 
of barbarism, that the best 
hope for life will be in iso- 
lated, retrograde communi- 
ties shunning contact with 
each other as much as possi- 
ble. Nor, I venture to say, 
is sex headed toward a super- 
Platonism in which it will be 
reserved for only a handful 
of “the very best people.’ 
Too many others know about 
it, and are willing to pass 
along what they know. It has 
more appeal than eugenics 
anywhere, any time 


HISTORY is on Mr. Wil- 
son's side when he declares 
that Russia, under czars and 
commissars, has. shifted from 
periods of primitive tyranny 
and aggression to periods of 
Westernized liberalism and 
peacefulness. Today's news is 
not reassuring, but who is to 
say that there is no possibil- 
ity of breaking out of this 
pendulum-pattern? 


As for the United States, 
much of the nation is indeed 
preoccupied with the pursuit 
of wealth, its Presidents have 
been an assorted lot, and the 
highest ideals of the Found- 
ing Fathers have not been 
realized, Everything involved 
in the country’s expansion 
has not been edifying, but it 
is reassuring that Mr. Wilson 
has no compunction about 
saving so. If we have not 
seen our last war, neither 
have we seen the last of our 
great Presidents. Even vul- 
garity may pall. 

MR. WILSON isnot 
nearly as disillusioned as he 
may suggest. Else why would 
he write about education?

That is a subject only for a 
man of hope. And his ideas 
for its improvement—espe-

To a considerable degree, 
one also accepts his delight- 
fully expressed views on sci- 
ence.

are a purposeful breed even 
if we can become sadly con- 
fused about purpose. 

BUT LET ALL that go 
for the last, the autobiograph- 
ical essay. It’s a dream and a 
gem and a delight. "Here Mr. 
Wilson concludes that he 
really is an eighteenth cen- 
tury American—a _ kind he 
never knew'—who does not 
ride in a car, cannot abide 
the radio, does not look at 
television, follows the news 
none too closely, seeks to 
avoid what bores and annoys 
him, and so spends as much 
time as he can in a few 
pleasant country towns where 
he hopes to get through a 
few of the classics he has 
never read. He says: “Old- 
fogeyism is comfortably clos- 
ing in.”” The man has not lost 
his sense of humor. He is 
still courteous. He is trying 
to avoid the appearance of 
gloating over what many de- 
sire and few achieve. 

His recollections of his 
boyhood home, family re- 
unions, school days, develop- 
ing convictions, and his asso- 
clations with his parents—es- 
pecially with his Lincoln-like 
father—are a tour de force of 
sentiment, not sentimentality. 

In short, in this little book 
Mr. Wilson has turned aside 
from his trade for a while to 
work off a few of his crotch- 
eis—and an interesting as- 
sortment they make. This is 
a man’s privilege at 61. But 
he has not fooled anybody 
about the warmth of his 
heart or by what it is 
warmed. 


In Greece's Golden Age 


THE LAST OF THE WINE, by 
Mary Renault.

IN THE SHADE of the 
columned Agora, with Socra- 
tes that gnaried old phi- 
losopher throwing questions 
as darts of truth, Mary Re- 
nault has planted this novel 
of the Peloponnesian War of 
2000 years ago. With warmth 
and affection Socrates is 
shown, the center of a coterie 
of metaphysical marvels — 
Plato, Phaedo, all the greats 
of “The Republic’ come to 
life in this remarkable re-cre- 
ation of Greece's Golden Age. 

But it is a golden age slow- 
ly tarnished by internal dis- 
sension and outside defeat. 

All the clarity of the Greek 
philosophers fell chiefly on 
the ears of a gilded aristo- 
cratic youth who lived off the 
backs of the poor and en- 
slaved. Freedom of mind, 
spirit, or body was for the 
few. While the noblest ethics 
of metaphysics were voiced, 
Greek society existed in an 
amoral milieu where pederas- 
ty and prostitution wf both 
sexes flourished, countenanced 
and approved by high and 
low. Pillage and rapine of 
weak neighboring cities fur- 
nished the loot and plunder 
from which Athens built her

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For Government Aid 
How Music Could Use It 


By THOMAS B. SHERMAN 


THE QUESTION of Federal support for the arts, which 
was discussed on this page in the issue of December 9th, is no 
longer purely academic. A number of congressmen in both 
the House and the Senate are in favor of establishing a Fed- 
eral Arts Council and it is probable that legislation toward 
this end will be voted on during the coming session. The 
creation of a Council without the means for putting a program 
into effect would be largely meaningless. And many legisla- 
tors who would like to encourage the arts in principle might 
vote against appropriating Federal money for this purpose. 
So it is entirely possible that nothing more than a gesture of 
good will toward the arts will be forthcoming. 

Most congressmen are likely to believe that each community - 
should decide for itself whether it wants an art school, a 
museum or a symphony orchestra; and that when such a 
project is favored the community should support it from its 
own resources. Assuming that such reasoning is sound, it 
should be evident immediately that only a few large cities 
can muster the necessary resources. Smaller communities 
must do without.

Glenn Gould as Soloist 


Forerunners ot Modern Painting Noted Young Pianist With Symphony 


The Works and Troubled Lives of the Post-I[mpressionists 


By GEORGE McCUE 

MUCH OF WHAT is going on in 
painting today, for better or worse, can 
be traced directly to happenings in 
France from the early 1860s to the turn 
of the century. In that brief time, 
painting passed several major mile- 
stones, pulling sharply away from the 
slick, vapid imitations of Renaissance 
style that were the fashion at mid- 
century, and charging on to the begin- 
nings of cubism and the de-emphasis of 
subject matter. 

In the process, the technique of 
painting, the outlook of the painter and 
the public taste all underwent conspicu- 
ous changes. These have been exam- 
ined by art historians with much the 
same sort of fascination that keeps 
writers in this country digging away at 
the Civil War. 

One writer who has worked over this 
material devotedly and painstakingly is 
John Rewald who, at the age of 44, 
has published several books of out- 
standing scholarship about most of the 
important actors in the drama. Ten 
years ago, the Museum of Modern Art 
published Rewald’s “History of Impres- 
sionism,” which still ranks among the 
top definitive treatments of that phase. 
Now hg has written ‘“Post-Impression- 
ism from Van Gogh to Gauguin” (Simon 
and Schuster, 612 pgs., $15), which ex- 
plores the second main stream followed 
by painting in the period. 

MOST OF THE CHANGES. in 
painting of the late nineteenth century 
were changes in the way of looking at 
things. The impressionists — among 
them Manet, Monet, Renoir, Pissarro, 


Sisley—saw the sky, water and land- 
scapes transformed, moment by mo- 
ment, by fleeting changes of light, and 
tried to capture these fugitive aspects 
of nature. Many of their paintings are 
characterized by a misty luminosity that 
tends to dissolve contours and lines. 

The post-impressionists applied the 
technical advances of their predecessors, 
largely arrived at by intuitive processes, 
in a more conscious way to develop vi- 
brant color tones. Van Gogh, Gauguin, 
Seurat, Signac and Redon are among 
the painters in this group. 


Many of the color innovations were 
developed by Georges Seurat, to whom 
Rewald gives considerable space. Seu- 
rat designed a color wheel, based on a 
system worked out bythe French chem- 
ist, Eugene Chevreul. He found that he 
could fortify or tone down a color ac- 
cording to the choice of adjacent colors, 
a practice of the great classic colorists 
but not previously reduced to scien- 
tific terms. 


SEUAAT NEXT ELABORATED 
on the representation of objects under 
various light conditions. He stated that 
two adjacent colors mutually influence 
each other, each imposing on its neigh- 
bor its own complementary. His paint- 
ings were carefully premeditated. Once 
started, he could work under any light 
condition because each brush stroke was 
a previously determined, almost me- 
chanical operation. His finished works, 
with their myriads of confetti-like brush 
strokes of pure color, often resemble 
highly magnified color photo engrav- 
ings, in which tones are created by 
applying ink to paper in screen pat- 


terns. A color reproduction in the 
Post-Dispatch PICTURES magazine, ob- 
served through a linen tester or other 
low-powered magnifying glass, looks 
much like a Seurat painting. 

The painting of Vincent Van Gogh, as 
is well known, was largely unpremedi- 
tated. He preferred to paint under the 
pressure of his immediate surging sen- 
sations. “He employed Seurat’s optical 
mixtures of color occasionally to achieve 
certain textures, but usually worked in 
a state of excitement that gives the ef- 
fect of spontaneity to his color. 


THE PORTIONS OF HIS book 
which Rewald devotes to Van Gogh and 
to Gauguin are, in the opinion of several 
art authorities with whom we have com- 
pared notes, outstanding reference mate- 
rial. Van Gogh has been treated volu- 
minously by a number of writers, and 
the literature on Gauguin is fairly con- 
siderable. The usefulness of this book 
is in its bringing to light many pre- 
viously obscure facets of their relation- 
ships with each other, with other artists 
and with their world. 

It has been noted that the impression- 
ists painted in tranquility, the post-im- 
pressionists in a feverish obsession. In 
this book, Van Gogh's troubled life is 
followed to its tragic end by suicide. 
The Gauguin story is taken to 1893, 
when he returned to Paris, sick and 
dispirited, from the South Seas. The 
rest of his career (he lived until 1903) 
is to be treated in a forthcoming Rewald 
book, “Post-Impressionism from Gau- 
guin to Matisse.”

What the World Wants From Us 


Bicycles, Watches and Fountain Pens as Symbols 


By C. HARTLEY GRATTAN 


AMERICANS COMMONLY as- 
sume that the whole world covets our 
“things” and is only stopped from buy- 
ing them in super-wholesale lots by an 
unfortunate poverty, the frustrations in- 
vented by the managers of monetary 
affairs, or the sheer malignancy of for- 
eign rulers. 


And we are not wholly wrong. Al- 
though it is a truism that you can’t 
export a standard of living, you can ex- 
port both material components of the 
standard and the means and understand- 
ing to produce them elsewhere. The 
United States has long been doing both 
of these things—the latter rather pur- 
posefully for the past decade, the former 
as a natural overflow of our abundance. 
Those Americans who are in the export 
trade have thus had to learn a good deal 
about what American things foreigners 
want, and why they want them. 


RECENTLY I HAD an_  oppor- 
tunity to get some light on this matter 
and it turned out to be far more compli- 
cated than you might offhand think. 
During June, 1956, the Sheaffer Pen 
Company, which was holding its World 
Sales Convention in Fort Madison, lowa, 
invited me to sit in on its meetings, 
interview participants, ask whatever 
questions I pleased, and write freely of 
the results. This was an assembly of 
men professionally familiar with the 
market for an American product in 
South Asia, Africa, and South America. 


Though the great majority of man- 
kind in these territories still flounders 
in traditional poverty—only in the mar- 
ket, if at all, for a “Japanese singlet” 
(that is, a very cheap undershirt)—there 
is a sizable and increasing minority 
which seeks to acquire fragments of a 
Western living standard. It was this 
group that I heard the salesmen talk 
about, both in their convention and 
(more productively) on a number of in- 
formal social occasions. 


THE UP-AND-COMING South 
Asian or African appears to want three 
things especially: a bicycle, a watch, and 
a fountain pen. If he is a sophisticated 
buyer—and the testimony I heard at 
Fort Madison is that in some mysterious 
word-of-mouth fashion, without access 
to consumer research, he has acquired 
considerable knowingness—he wants (as 
in Malaya) an English bicycle, a Swiss 
watch, an American fountain pen, and 
perhaps a German camera. 

This is not true in all markets. Amer- 
ican fountain pens, for instance, have no 
particular prestige in Ceylon because 
the British established themselves there 
before the Americans ever got a foot- 
hold. 


ON OCCASION other articles join 
these three. A Siamese wants a pair of 
sunglasses, not any old sunglasses but 
a good—and expensive—pair, to “be like 
the King,” although the King wears 
them on the advice of his oculist. 

The rationale of coveting a bicycle is 
fairly plain: it is the first step on the 
path of mechanized transport. There is, 
it seems, a kind of inevitable progres- 
sion: observers of Italy have noticed how 
—r'nee the war, as income has improved 
—the Italians have moved from bicycle, 
to motor-scooter, to small automobile. 
Presumably the further progression is

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several books and an editor with the 
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to big cars, to airplanes, to rocket ships; 
but in the emergent backward countries 
the bicycle at least starts one on the 
escalator. 


THE WATCH 1s more subtle, but 
there is no doubt that it is a widely 
coveted contrivance amongst deprived 
people. When the Russians moved into 
Europe toward the end of World War lI, 
the Red soldiers devoted a lot of energy 
to “liberating” watches; and in Koest- 
ler’'s Darkness at Noon the new-genera- 
tion commissar Gletkin explains the pas- 
sionate importance of a watch for a man 
of peasant background. Owning a watch 
means that one has moved out of a civ- 
jlization which is timeless—in which 
time is decidedly not of the essence— 
into one in which man and his machines 
run on time when they are right, and in 
which any failure of synchronization is 
decidedly wrong, 


A fountain pen is similar testimony 
to one’s literacy. More portable than a 
writing-brush and a bottle of writing- 
fluid, more distinguished than a wooden 
pencil, it shows that the possessor not 
only can write (presumptively, that is) 
but also is rather choosy about the de- 
vices with which he practices the art. 

However, these relatively clear-cut 
considerations are blurred when another 
psychological factor is introduced into 
the equation—that is, symbolism. These 
articles, like the rug on an executive's 
office floor, symbolize status. But un- 
like the executives, who are more or less 
tightly bound by the status rules of their 
corporations, the aspiring native of 
South Asia and Africa is not yet stopped 
by protocol from reaching beyond his 
actual status for the symbols of a higher 
one. Bluntly, the Malayan or Nigerian 
buys symbols of a status he has not 
necessarily achieved, a kind of fictitious 
status deriving from mere possession, 
like a poor man with a new Cadillac. 


THIS WORKS TWO WAYS. 
On the one hand, many purchase foun- 
tain pens who can’t write—and watches 
when they can't tell time, and have 
small need of absolute punctuality any- 
how—in the hope of creating the im- 
pression that they have achieved the 
skills the articles symbolize. At the 
same time, both these customers and 
those who can write, and who must (‘or 
should) be punctual, purchase the cov- 
eted articles in a quality, and at a price, 
far out of line with their actual eco- 
nomic status and income. They over- 
spend on the symbols to keep up with 
the Joneses. In parts of the world so 
deprived of worldly goods, such conduct 
is both puzzling and, in a sense; disturb- 
ing. 

To be sure, the articles do represent 
a “store of value” which is fairly steady 
throughout inflation, and this makes 
them a reasonably reliable form of sav- 
ings, much in the way that the rich 
store up value in jewels. Savings-bank 
deposits are neither common as yet, nor 
of comparable steadiness, in the areas 


we are talking about. On the other 
hand, these things lose value through 
use and obsolescence. Fashion rules in 
all these articles—varieties of faces on 


watches go through cycles very notice- 


able to the merchants. 


BUT THE VALUE actor finds 
expression in the high rating of gold- 
capped pens, or gold-cased watches, not 
stainless steel or what have you. It is 
a fact that gold caps without the pens 
have been sold in South Asia, plainly as 
“savings” which are hedges against in- 
flation. 

It is the universal testimony of the 
salesmen I talked to that it would be 
utterly impossible to determine the size 
of the market for an article of high 
quality—whether in South Asia, Africa, 
or South America—by studying income 
distribution. Because of their high sym- 
bolic significance, the purchasers buy 
these things in spite of the fact that the 
price absorbs an outsize share of their 
income. 

The possession of the symbolic article 

does not transform their basic standard 
of living; after the purchases are made, 
the purchasers continue to live in hovels 
and eat sparingly. A family may even 
pool resources to get a prestige article 
for a favored family member. 
WE IN THIS COUNTRY have 
long been aware that no exact corre- 
spondence exists between certain arti- 
cles purchased and size of income. We, 
too, have our symbolic possessions. In 
fact, it might be argued that the United 
States is the paradisiacal home of sym- 
bolic consumption goods, acquired usual- 
ly to simulate a higher status than the 
economic facts ratify. But what strikes 
one about the spending of the emerg- 
ing people is the disproportionate 
amount of total income spent on sym- 
bolic articles, sharply out of relation to 
what is spent on fundamentals—food, 
clothing, and shelter. 


It is this that causes observers—even, 


the salesmen—to speak caustically of the 
reckless, senseless, undisciplined spend- 
ing of the Asian, African, or South 
American. Not clearly recognizing the 
amount of reckless, senseless, and un- 
disciplined spending they do at their 
own level of income, they become very 
superior about the ways of the natives. 
On the face of it it does look pretty 
bad, but looked at in context it is simply 
another illustration of an ancient his- 
torical fact. As sage old Samuel Butler 
once remarked, civilization itself is the 
art of living beyond one’s income. Long 
before men were in firm control of the 
essentials, they began to gather lux- 
urious baubles of all kinds to illustrate 
(or symbolize) what great fellows they 
were. Otherwise the archaeologists 
would have precious little to dig up. 
Perhaps it is by grasping at luxuries— 
even at a certain sacrifice of necessities 
—that man makes progress. 
AND PERHAPS he grasps most 
avidly at luxuries which happen to carry 
symbolic mana because he knows that 
they symbolize something beyond price. 
Better a golden-capped fountain pen 
which says, “I am a literate and com- 
mand a superb writing instrument,” even 
if the economic cost is greatly out of 
proportion to income, than an empty 
pocket which says, “I can't write; I am 
a poor, misbegotten illiterate.”

OBVIOUSLY THE TWO big city orchestras cannot 
use their maintenance funds for this purpose; they have 
enough trouble paying the deficits incurred by their own 
seasons, If matching grants were available—the state and the 
federal government each paying half—such a program would 
be possible and at comparatively reasonable cost. 

What seems to be indicated then ig that Fedtral Aid to 
music should be granted to the states on a matching basis 
and with the proviso that the activities thus subsidized should 
be incorporated into the education programs of the states. 
Appropriations so allotted would be a direct contribution to 
the enrichment of a democratic society. 

The aid to the symphony orchestras, being on a pro-quid-quo 
basis, would not absolve the central communities from provid- 


ing for their own cultural. activities. 


It would merely aid 


them, in paying for services performed, by enabling them to 


lengthen their seasons. 


THE GREATEST BENEFICIARIES of assistance 
in this form would be the professional musicians, and there 
are few cities in the United States—including those that have 
established symphony seasons—where musicians can make a 


living from the exclusive practice of music. 


Professional 


standards cannot be indefinitely maintained under present 


conditions. 


Orchestras with the smaller budgets must deal 


with constant turnovers in their personnel; and the total num- 
ber of qualified orchestral players in the country is being 
gradually diminished by desertions that are not replaced. 
Government aid,.then, would be justified both as an en- 
hancement of the nation’s educational processes and as a 
means of assuring the continued existence of music as a 


profession,

WANDA LANDOWSKA 


New Recordings 


WANDALANDOWSKA 
is associated so closely with 
the harpsichord that she vir- 
tually has no contemporary 
reputation as a pianist. Her 
newly released piano record- 
ings of five Mozart sonatas 
and the.A Minor Rondo are 
something more than novel- 
ties, however. Their elegance 
is quite extraordinary and 
even those listeners who 
may consider them  over- 
refined should be fascinated 
by the many imaginative fea- 
tures that contribute to their 
distinction. 

Legato passages are as flu- 

ent and song-like as if they 
had been produced by the 
human voice. Shadings and 
accents are narrow, in conse- 
quence of a fairly limited dy- 
namic range, but they are 
placed so advantageously that 
they always enhance the sig- 
nificance of a phrase; and 
the same effect is to be 
noted when Mme. Landowska 
throws an occasional disso- 
nance into relief. 
THE PEDAL is not used 
continuously but only in pas- 
sages where a fresh contrast- 
ing color and texture is desir- 
able; and her rubato is scarce- 
ly noticeable. A fine imagi- 
native touch at cadences is 
realized by slightly prolong- 
ing a suspension. 

There are not “effects” 
which are appliqued upon an 
otherwise plain surface. They 
are organic to Landowska’'s 
conception of these sonatas 
as works of great delicacy 
and purity of spirit. In the 
A Minor Rondo which is 
played with the same quality 
of sound and beauty of line 
and phrase, the interpreta- 
tion is less satisfactory to 
me. It is.a little too remote 
even though the playing of 
the principal theme does ex- 
press with great poignancy a 
feeling of some remote but 
well-remembered sorrow. The 
tension, bordering on an- 
guish, disclosed in the sev- 
eral episodes, is barely sug- 
gested in this performance. 
IN ADDITION to the 
rondo the works recorded are 
the Sonatas in B-Flat (K.333), 
E-Flat (K.282), D Major (K. 
311), G Major (K.511) and an

Both are perceptive pianists 
who are obviously sympathet- 
ic to Bartok’s music. 
THE PIANIST Gary 
Grafman performs with con- 
sistent precision and a re- 
spectable sensibility in a re- 
cording that contains the sec- 
ond and third piano sonatas 
of Serge Prokofiev and the 
Schubert Wanderer Fantasy.

CHARLES OVERALL 
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THE 24-YEAR OLD Canadian pianist, Glenn Gould, 
who has come into international attention within the span of 
a year, will make his debut with the St. Louis Symphony Or- 
chestra next weekend. He will play Beethoven's Fourth Con- 
certo in G Major. 

Vladimir Golschmann will conduct also the Beethoven “Eg- 
mont” overture, Schoenberg's “Verklarte Natht” and the Ravel 
transcription of Moussorgsky’s “Pictures at an Exhibition.” 
The concerts will take place at the Opera House Saturday at 
8:40 p.m. and Sunday afternoon at 3 o'clock. 

Gould made his United States debut with a recital in Wash- 
ington, D.C., last January 3. His first New York recital fol- 
lowed shortly, and reaction was so favorable that Columbia 
Records signed Gould to a contract. His first release—Bach's 
“Goldberg Variations’—was widely acclaimed by critics and 
public. It is one of the year’s best-selling piano recordings, 
BORN IN TORONTO, Gould was graduated with highest 
standing from the Royal Conservatory of Music at the age of 
12, the youngest musician ever to gain this distinction. Until 
he was 18 he studied with only one teacher, Alberto Guerrero 
of Toronto. Since that time, as he describes it, he has been 
self-taught. He made his first orchestral appearance with the 
Toronto Symphony in 1946. His Bach and Beethoven recitals, 
as well as performances of works by such twentieth century 
composers as Hindemith, Schoenberg, Berg, Krenek and Web- 
ern, are regular radio and television events of the Canadian 
Broadcasting Corporation. 

Gould is also a composer and a lecturer and a writer on mus- § 
ical subjects. Among his compositions are a string quartet end * 
his own cadenzas for the Beethoven concertos. Because of 
the increased pace of his piano career, Gould has had to cur- 
tail another of his musical endeavors—playing the pipe organ.

Three New Boxing 
Champions in 1956. 


HERE are three champ- 
T ions in the eight weight 

divisions who were not on 
top at the start of 1956. They 
are Floyd Patterson, heavy- 
weight; Joe Brown, light- 
weight, and Mario D’Agata of 
Italy, bantamweight. 

They emerged from the 
title scraps held during the 
year to hold their titles into 
the new year. 

Carmen Basilio, welter- 
weight, lost his championship 
to Johnny Saxton in March, 
then regained it when he 
stopped Saxton in nine 
rounds. They have been 
matched for a third time, 
at Cleveland, Jan, 18. 

Patterson’s triumph over 
Archie Moore by a knockout 
in the fifth round at Chicago 
on Novy. 30 to fill the throne 
left vacant by the retirement 
of Rocky Marciano was, of 


course, the highlight of the 
boxing year. 

The 21-year-old star is the 
youngest man ever to win 


the crown. 


Moore defended his light- 
heavyweight (175-pound) title 
by stopping Yolande Pompey 
of the British West Indies in 
London in the tenth round 
and Archie holds that champ- 
ionship, even though he lost 
his bid for the heavyweight 
crown. 


He has been ordered by the 
National Boxing Association 
to defend by next March but 
has not announced whether 
he intends to do so. From 
his appearance against Pat- 
terson it would seem that he 
would have a difficult time 
making the 175-pound limit 
at his age. He has now passed 
the 40-year mark, officially 

Ray Robinson, who _ re- 
gained the middleweight title 
from Carl (Bobo) Olson in 
December of 1955. held onto 
the crown in a return match 
in May, when he knocked out 
Olson in the fourth round. 

Robinson and Gene Full- 
mer have been matched for 
the title Jan. 2 in Madison 
Square Garden, a bout which 
was postponed from Dec. 12 
because of an illness which 
Robinson contracted while in 
training 

Joe Brown of New Orleans 
won the lightweight cham- 
pionship from Wallace (Bud) 
Smith of. Cincinnati on a 15- 
round decision in Brown's 
home city but a broken hand 


suffered in that fight has 
prevented him from boxing 
since. 

He undoubtedly will put 


his championship on the line 
early in the New Year and it 
has been rumored strongly 
that he will meet Smith in 
Houston, Tex. 


Saddler Still Around. 


ANDY SADDLER  de- 
G feated Flash Elorde of the 

Philippines on a technical 
knockout in. the thirteenth 
round in San Francisco last 
January. That bout kicked off 
the title fight program for 
1956. 

In that one Sandy was se- 
verely criticized for his foul 
fighting. He hasn’t boxed re- 
cently because of injuries 
which he suffered in an auto- 
mobile accident. 

He still holds the title, 
however, and has not an- 
nounced any plans to defend 
it, but probably will be forced 
to do so early in 1957. 

The third new champion on 
the scene is Mario D’Agata, 
Italy, who won the bantam- 
weight crown from Robert 
Cohen of France. But D’Agata 
does not reign without dis- 
pute because the National 
Boxing Association recognizes 
Raul (Raton) Macias of Mexi- 
co as the 118-pound cham- 
pion. Macias was in a similar 
position at the start of 1956 
and defended his claim to the 
title, defeating Leo Espinosa 
of the Philippines. D’Agata’s 
claim is upheld by the world 
championship committee. 

Pascual Perez of Argentina 
holds the flyweight (112- 
pound) championship going 
into another year. 

He defended his laurels 
three times in 1956, defeating 
Leo Espinosa, Oscar Suarez 
ef Argentina and Ricordo 
Valdes. 

Plans are under way to 
show Perez in the United 
States during the coming 
year, but there is nq an 
American 112-pounder listed 
among the top ten, so if Perez 
does box here, it probably 
will be an overweight match 
against a bantam such as 
Billy Peacock of Los Angeles 
or Macias.

year’ in show business. Brenda is one 
of the stars of Red Foley's ‘Ozark 
Jubilee" program that originates in 
Springfield, Mo., which is carried by 
KSD-TV at 4 p.m. every other Sunday. 

Her brief history just about violates 
all the rules. Brenda is the tomboy of

In the flurry of today’s alarming headlines, it is 
easy to forget conditions in the war-torn Korea 
of just a few years ago. Yet there is one scene 
which at this season will always stand out vividly 
in my mind. It took place at Christmas, soon 
after | had arrived in Taegu on a concert tour. 

All of us had come prepared for the hardships 
of our own American boys and of the other UN 
forces. But | was.completely unprepared for the 
cost of the war to Korea itself: the sickening 
refugee problem, the thousands of orphans, the 
number of wounded ROK soldiers. In the Taegu 
area alone there were 2,000,000 refugees. 

Trying to think of Christmas, we drove to one 
of the shelter camps on the outskirts of town, 
passing miles of huts filled with displaced, dis- 
eased, underfed, ill-clad Koreans. At the camp 
we were greeted by small children. Inside the 
squalid, unheated rooms, they recited lessons, 
sang or played games. Each room had a pathetic 
little Christmas tree faithfully trimmed with wisps 
of cotton for snow and faded colored paper. 

We gave candy to the youngsters; not one 
touched it until he had folded his hands and 
given thanks. (Some never had seen candy be- 
fore.) At the entertainment, a chorus of tots 
welcomed us with songs. Later I sang for them 
the Christmas carols which all the world loves. 
Then the youngsters lined up to thank me, and 
the tiniest of them all pressed a bouquet of 
flowers into my hands. 

As I looked at the poverty, snow, misery and 
mud, then at the friendly eyes shining with 
gratitude, a sense of heartrending compassion 
came over me. Once again | remembered what 
we all too easily forget — what the eyes of those 
children seemed to be saying: “Peace on earth, 
good will toward men.” 

I realized then that / needed to find a way to 
thank them.

In a.troubled world, Americans still 
remembered to be neighborly. Here 


are some of 1956’s kindest deeds 


by ED KIESTER 


HE SPIRIT OF Christmas came to Fergus Falls, 
| Minn., in May, to Winterset, la., a month later, 
and to Oak Ridge, Tenn., the birthplace of the 
atomic bomb, on Election Night. In fact, all through 
1956, the Christmas spirit — of spontaneous, selfless 
giving — has been leapfrogging across America with- 
out regard for time of year. In a world darkened by 
turmoil and trouble, the good deeds of a nation of 
sympathetic Samaritans shone brightly. 

Christmas arrived in each community in much the 
Same way: word went ‘round that a fellow human be- 
ing needed help. Immediately, people rallied to help 
out — spontaneously, freely, quickly. And a glad, 
warm feeling washed over the whole community. 

Gathered on these pages are some of the outstand- 
ing examples of Christmas all the year. The contribu- 
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GOOD-WILL CREW of fellow workers after the Minneapolis worker suffered 
pitches in to help Vern Pagel (on couch) a stroke. In six hours, 46 men painted 


tions vary in size and content; Americans gave money, 
time, labor, clothing, food, good will, sympathy. Some- 
times the beneficiaries were not individuals, but whole 
communities. And when Christmas came to Oak 
Ridge, the beneficiary was an entire nation. 

Many Americans, from President Eisenhower 
down, have pitched in to help the victims of Hungary's 
bloody rebellion against Soviet domination. In Oak 
Ridge, however, the help-Hungary movement was al- 
most completely the handiwork of Mary Ann Gibbons, 
who refused to say, “What can one person do?” 

On Election Night, Mrs. Gibbons, the wife of a 
nuclear physicist, watched the returns and heard the 
news bulletins about how Russia crushed the revolt. 
The next morning she began her campaign. One of 
her first calls was to the Hungarian Legation in New 


York; she got a cold reception. Next she tried the 
State Department; she was referred to Church World 
Service, an international, nondenominational relief 
agency. 

Then she began making local calls: to the Council 
of Church Women, to the town’s churches, to line up 
volunteer workers. Mrs. Gibbons painted posters ask- 
ing for help for Hungary. Her helpers rigged out card- 
board boxes for use in clothing collection. Eighteen 
churches set the next Sunday for a special collection 
for Hungarian relief. 

The first Sunday's collection totaled $1,200, and 
money is still coming in. And the first shipment of 
clothing and blankets has gone off to Church World 
Service’s New York office. Meanwhile, a formal or- 
ganization has been set up and Mrs. Gibbons has been

Her three children had 
been placed with friends and in orphanages because 
she and her truck-driver husband couldn't afford a 
place large enough for them. 

Then came Christmas: the Exchange Club raised 
$3,000 to buy a building lot. Unions offered volunteer 
labor. A contractor excavated the cellar free. A 
plumbing concern gave pipes, a hardware store nails, 
a lumber firm the wood. Helen and her husband will 
move in next month — and the children will come

On the farm, helping each other has always been a 
strong tradition. \And this is the way it happened in 
1956: : 

In Fergus Falls, Vernon Richter, a hard-working 
farmer with six children, confessed to bank robbery. 
He said he needed the money to pay his debts. While 
he was awaiting trial, his neighbors tended his fields, 
took care of his family, harvested his crops, and — 
when he decided to sell out before going to prison for 
a seven-year term — put his equipment in shape for 


, auction. Said Richter, “I can’t understand why they 


are willing to help me after the mistake I made.” 


In Clear Spring, Md., Earl Trumpower lost his 


wallet and $800 while plowing a field. His neighbors 
came, plowed and re-plowed the field until they turned 
up the money and returned it to him. 

In cities, the donations were often quiet, even 
anonymous. In Chicago, Mary Ann Skrzynecki re- 
ceived two $100 gifts to pay her tuition to an academy. 
The donors were anonymous passengers on a bus Mary 
Ann rides to school. They gave the money, they said 
in unsigned letters, because she was “so polite.” 


Food for the Nuns 


The case of the Detroit police and the merchants 
was so hush-hush that it launched an investigation. 
Police brass investigated rumors that policemen were 
shaking down merchants for food. Instead, they found 
the merchants had grown concerned about the nuns 
at a nearby convent, who always bought the cheapest 
food; the grocers and butchers had set up a program 
of daily donations, with police making the deliveries. 
Later, the police involved completely redecorated the 
crumbling convent with donated materials. 

When a child was sick, the response usually was 
speedy and overwhelming. Most recently, when Carol 
Ann Molinaro of Boston faced an expensive operation 
to save her from blindness, someone distributed 
contribution boxes. In a few hours, $1,000 was raised. 

In Winterset, la., truck drivers heard a radio broad- 
cast about Cathy Katzenberger, 6, of Omaha, Neb., 
who had cried herself to sleep because her puppy had 
been killed. They rounded up a pup, drove 120 miles 
to Omaha, and presented the new playmate to Cathy 
the next morning. 

In Dowagiac, Mich., 35 men formed a human blood 
bank to keep 7-year-old Peter Milke alive. Victim of 
a disease which causes uncontrollable bleeding, Peter 
needs blood almost continuously. 

In lonia, Mich., 1,300 reformatory inmates gave up 
cigarettes, contributed the money to a 9-year-old 
Italian girl, Bianca Vinciarelli, whom they had 


“adopted.” At last count, the convicts had raised $800. 
At the other end of the age scale, an elderly Grand 
Rapids, Mich., couple returned home with the com- 
pliments of the state Republican and Democratic 
parties. Because Mr. and Mrs. Harold Farr failed to 
make a 36-cent delinquent tax payment in 1947, their 
house was sold for taxes. The 36-cent bill built up to 
$2,500 with interest and penalties, until both parties 
chipped in to keep the Farrs in their home. 

As usual, many good deeds were channeled through 
churches. In fact, so many persons volunteered for 
free service to others that the Presbyterian Church 
U.S.A. organized a special committee to figure out 
how to place them. 

Two eye specialists, members of a men’s group in 
a Pittsburgh church, spent their vacations in a mission 
school for poor children. The class picked up the bill 
for 15 pairs of glasses. A New Jersey pediatrician 
spent his vacation in a West Virginia coal-mining 
town, 12 miles from the nearest doctor, giving free 
checkups and medical care. An lowa doctor volun- 
teered to spend three weeks in an Alaska town when 
the resident doctor was ill. 

Servicemen spread selfless giving all over the world. 
M/Sgt. Charles Thaillkill of Fort Myer, Va., organ- 
ized a party of enlisted men to build recreational 
equipment at the Linwood Farm for Disturbed Chil. 
dren at Ellicott City, Md. In Munich, Germany, Pfc. 
Edward Kolakowski organized a school to teach Eng- 
lish to German teenagers, completely on his own. 

And at Waldorf College in Forest City, la., the 
college named a new dormitory after Tillie Rasmusson, 
its veteran cook. To cap the tribute, one of Tillie’s 
breakfast rolls went into the cornerstone. a

Toughest cattle drive 


A Canadian ranch family takes its herd 2OO miles 


QUESNEL, BRITISH COLUMBIA 
[he man in the snow on the opposite page may well 
be called one of the vanishing breed of pioneers. He 
is Floyd Phillips, a hard-bitten Canadian rancher who 
is shown on his annual cattle drive. A legendary figure 
in this. part of the country, Phillips is called “Pan” —* 
for the Texas Panhandle, where he once ranched. 

Every year in the late fall, Phillips walks his herd 
of cattle to market on what ts known as the toughest 
and longest cattle drive in Worth America. Starting 
at his 800-acre ranch beyond the Itcha Mountains tn 
central British Columbia, about 300 miles north of 
Vancouver, his route runs 200 miles eastward across 
an almost uninhabited wilderness to the market here 
in Quesnel, a small cattle town on the railway 

his year, Pan left “Home Ranch,” as he calls it, 
with 65 head of Herefords. With him was his entire 
family his wife Betty, son Willie, 12, daughter 
Diana, 10, and Baby Robert, 6 months. Mrs. Phillips 
traveled in the chuck wagon, with Robert in an Indian- 
made basket at her side. Willie and Diana, on horse- 
back, helped their dad herd the cattle. PARADE’s 
Richard Harrington turned cowpoke to make a pic- 
torial diary of the trip, high lights of which are shown 
on these pages

Says Harrington: “The month of October can be 
beautiful in British Columbia. But it can also be very 
cold, with ice and snow and storms. The cattle move 
about 10 miles a day, as they must graze as they go 
along. If the weather is fine, flies swarm up in black 
clouds, stinging the animals and sometimes stamped- 
ing them into the bush 

“High winds send trees crashing down, blocking 
the trail and ‘spooking’ the animals. Forest fires are 
an ever-present haazard. Heavy snows bury the grass 
or glaze it over with ice, depriving the cattle of food 
and slowing the drive.” 

Yet this year, as in other years, the Phillipses 
plodded doggedly on and reached Quesnel 22 days 
after they started from Home Ranch — without losing 
a single animal of the valuable herd. The sale at 
Quesnel climaxed a year of careful planning and 
back-breaking toil. But it paid off. Prices were fairly 
good this year and the sale of Pan’s Herefords meant 
new clothes for the family 
for Betty. 

For the Phillipses, the cattle drive, with all its hard- 
ships, is a welcome break in the lonely routine of life 
in the wilderness. As Pan himself puts it: “This is our 
annual picnic.” .

custard, frosted with whipped cream 

and embellished with red and green 
cherries makes a gay Christmas dessert. 
Miss Patti Woolfolk, St. Louis home econo- 
mist, adds a novel touch by sprinkling the 
cake with sherry wine, which gives this dish 
the name “tipsy charlotte.” 

Miss Woolfolk pours hot cream into a 
mixing bowl in which gelatin, presoaked in 
water, is dissolved. After the mixture is 
stirred thoroughly, sugar and vanilla are 
added. It is refrigerated until it begins to 
thicken. Meanwhile, a layer is cut off the 
cake, and a trench gouged out of the lower 
portion. Cake scraps are used to fill bot- 
tom of the center hole by pressing them 
firmly in place. Cake should be put to- 
gether on plate from which it will be served. 

Spoonfuls of wine are sprinkled evenly 
over surface of the cake. When the gelatin- 
cream mixture has thickened enough to 
whip, it is beaten until fluffy, then is 


spooned into trench and center hole of cake. 
Top layer is replaced on cake and also 
moistened with wine. Cake is frosted with 
stiffly whipped cream which has been forti- 
fied with gelatin and sweetened with pow- 
dered sugar. Candied cherries are ar- 
ranged in flower-like vattern as desired. 
Cake must be kept refrigerated until served. 


INGREDIENTS 


One envelope plain gelatin (one tablespoon) 
One-half cup cold water 
One pint whipping cream 
One-half cup sugar 
One teaspoon vanilla 
One large sponge cake (stale cake is best) 
One cup sherry or port wine 
Frosting—

One-half cup powdered sugar

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AIRLIFT FROM HUNGARY 


Thousands of Refugees Are Being Flown Here in Mass Migration 


Their impassive faces masking their emotions, Hungari- 
ans who fled to Austria scan a bulletin board seeking to 
find their names among those on travel lists to America 
and other nations. Of the 145,000 who have slipped into 
Austria, approximately one-half have been moved to 
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other countries. Canada, Britain and France have offered 
unlimited hospitality. Tiny Switzerland has taken more 
than 5500 refugees. Australia is prepared to accept a 
sizeable quota; several hundred have sought asylum 
in Yugoslavia by crossing over into that country.

N ONE OF HISTORY'S most spectacular 
migrations, 21,500 Hungarian refugees (the 
approximate population of Cape Girardeau) 

are being moved this month to the United 
States. About 15,000 of the refugees are being 
flown by military and civilian transports from 
Munich, Germany, to the United States. It's 
the biggest air transport undertaking since the 
1948-49 airlift to Soviet-blockaded Berlin. 

There are 150 four-motored transports 
participating; three United States Navy ships 
are carrying the remaining refugees. 

Several other countries, notably neighbor- 


ing Austria, are accepting the rest of the 
fleeing Hungarians, now believed to number 
about 145,000. In accepting the Hungarians, 
American authorities eased the time-consum- 
ing immigration regulations, processing the 
relapene in 48 hours compared to the usual 
week or even longer. 

Except for 6500 Hungarians being moved 
by the Seenpovernmental Committee on Eu- 
ropean Migration, the refugees are entering 
the United States as “parolees,” but President 
Eisenhower was urging special legislation to 
give them permanent status in this country.
